Coping with grief 


A S FAMILIES enjoy the Christmas holidays, 
for some people it is a very difficult time of 
year, because they are mourning a loved one. 
In October 2006 Carol Crane from Horton set up the 
Rosie Crane Trust to offer peer to peer support to be¬ 
reaved parents, having lost her own daughter. She un¬ 
derstands that grief has no right or wrong and would 
like to share some of her own experience. 

“For those of us who are bereaved, Christmas and 
New Year can be a very difficult time. There are so 
many expectations at this time, everything should be 
perfect and happy, just like all the advertisements on 
the television and in the magazines, but real life isn’t 
always like this! 

“The first Christmas after I lost my daughter I found 
myself going into shops to buy her presents along 
with those for my other children and grandchildren. 
It was so distressing I had to fight back the tears and 
take a few minutes to compose myself before I could 
carry on. When we are all together as a family there 
is such a hole where Rosie should be and at Christmas 
and New Year it seems even worse than ever. 

“We always talk about her, remember funny stories 
about her and raise a glass to her at our meal. I keep 
a candle near her picture and light it for her whenever 
I feel down. Instead of presents I now buy lovely 
flowers to decorate her grave and hang decorations 
on a small tree for her, it’s one of my ways with cop¬ 
ing with the loss. To pretend nothing has happened 
at Christmas or at any other time would be unnatural 
and uneasy for me and for my family. 

“When talking to other bereaved parents through the 
charity I run, The Rosie Crane Trust which supports 
parents who have lost a child of any age, I encourage 
them to think about what is important and necessary 
to them and their families at Christmas and what can 
be changed or left out. Taking some of the stress and 
pressure out of Christmas is very important when you 
are grieving, which is in itself a very exhausting ex¬ 
perience. It is healthy to take a break from the grief 
process occasionally without feeling guilty if you can, 
think about what you would want your loved one to 
do if you had gone first. 

“The most important thing to help you through your 
grief is to do what feels right for you, not what others 
think you ‘ought’ or ‘should’ do. The time it takes to 
readjust to the new and now unfamiliar world around 
you without the one you loved and your special rela¬ 
tionship with them, is entirely individual and there 
are always things, memories, a song or a smell which 
can set you back again. 

“As you grow around and progress through your

grief you will be able to get back to that better place 
you have achieved much quicker whenever you have 
a setback. At least that is what I have found.” 

In the New Year Carol will be leading a new free be¬ 
reavement support group, Grief Journey South Som¬ 
erset which is starting in Crewkeme, for anyone who 
has lost a loved one or those who are supporting the 
bereaved. There will be a six week programme of 
support run by local trained Grief Journey facilitators 
and organised by A E Stoodley and Son, funeral direc¬ 
tors in Crewkeme.

Controversy over 
proposed stroke unit 

MEMBERS of the Governing Board of Somerset Clinical 
Commissioning Group have asked for a full business 
case to be prepared into the options and implications 
of establishing a single, hyper acute stroke centre in 
Taunton. 

David Laws, MP for Yeovil Constituency, expressed 
his concerns about the proposals to cut services for 
stroke patients at Yeovil Hospital and move the serv¬ 
ices to Musgrove Park Hospital in Taunton 

Governing body members have discussed the find¬ 
ings of an expert clinical panel chaired by Professor 
Sir Roger Boyle. The review included a proposal to 
create a single, 24 hour hyper acute stroke centre at 
Taunton's Musgrove Park Hospital together with in¬ 
vesting in improved rehabilitation services in the com¬ 
munity. 

The Stroke Association supported the panel in 
reaching their unanimous recommendation to base 
the acute unit in Musgrove Park. 

A full business case is expected to be drafted by the 
spring 2014 and would be subject to consideration by 
Somerset County Council's Health and Wellbeing 
Board and it's Overview and Scrutiny Committee and 
Somerset Healthwatch, before returning to members 
of Somerset CCG's Governing Body for a decision. 

Commenting on the outcome of the meeting, Mr 
Laws said:"l was concerned to hear about the propos¬ 
als to move stroke services, not least for emergency 
patients, from Yeovil Hospital to Musgrove Park in 
Taunton. The travel distances to Taunton can be quite 
long, particularly in the rush hour, and with strokes it 
is vital that people get treated as soon as possible. 

"I am a big supporter of Yeovil Hospital and do not 
want to see the hospital lose any services, unless there 
was an overwhelmingly strong case. 

'The plans do not seem to involve any savings and 
may indeed involve more costs. There would also be 
the added travel cost and inconvenience for relatives."

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Chard Town Council sets new budget 


CHARD Town Council 
has approved its budget for 
the 2014/15 financial year 
and has pledged to con¬ 
tinue to provide value for 
money services for resi¬ 
dents within the town. 

Members set the budget 
at a meeting held on Mon¬ 
day December 16th with 
the emphasis on ensuring 
that the town council is 
able to provide the serv¬ 
ices the community ex¬ 
pects and to be a strong 
advocate for its residents, 
community groups and 
businesses. 


Town clerk Sarah Rob¬ 
son, said councillors had 
acknowledged the chal¬ 
lenging times facing the 
country and every effort 
had been made not to over¬ 
burden the tax payers of 
Chard. 

Council members agreed 
not to pass on any increase 
this year to local residents 
but with changes imposed 
by central government on 
council tax benefits last 
year, further increases in 
the coming years were un¬ 
avoidable if services were 
to be protected. 


The annual budget was 
set at £753,258 an approx¬ 
imate increase from last 
year of 6.5 per cent. The 
precept of £545,752 has 
risen slightly but some of 
the one off capital expen¬ 
diture items will be funded 
by the council’s reserves 
that have been built up 
over a number of years. 

This is not a long term 
strategy as depleting the 
reserves would have a po¬ 
tentially devastating im¬ 
pact in years to come. 

Two of the capital proj¬ 
ects planned for the Guild¬ 


hall will be the installation 
of photovoltaic panels 
(subject to planning per¬ 
mission) which will save 
the council money in the 
long run also new front 
doors that will enable 
more savings to be made 
through energy efficien¬ 
cies. 

The good news for resi¬ 
dents is that there will be 
no increase to Band D 
Council Tax which has 
been possible as a result of 
changes to the tax base for 
Chard. (The Tax Base is a
